INTROOUCT ION 


WITHIN  THE  LAST  DECADE  THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  KEEPING  VITAL  STATISTICS 
RECORDS  HAS  BECOME  WIDELY  RECOGNIZED.  THIS  RECOGNITION  IS  DUE  PRINCI¬ 
PALLY  TO  THE  REQUIREMENTS  OF  SOCIAL  SECURITY  LEGISLATION,  REGISTRATION 
OF  ALIENS,  EMPLOYMENT  IN  DEFENSE  INDUSTRIES,  AND  MILITARY  SELECTIVE 
SERVICE.  UNDER  THESE  LAWS  IT  IS  INCUMBENT  UPON  THE  INDIVIDUAL  TO  ES¬ 
TABLISH  CERTAIN  FACTS  REGARDING  AGE,  BIRTHPLACE,  PARENTAGE,  AND  MARITAL 

STATUS.  The  proof  of  these  facts  is  dependent  upon  vital  statistics, 

CHIEFLY  THOSE  RECORDS  MAINTAINED  BY  GOVERNMENTAL  AGENCIES. 

The  development  of  vital  statistics  records-k eep  i  ng  in  Arizona  com¬ 
menced  SOON  AFTER  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  TERRITORIAL  GOVERNMENT.  THE 

Howell  Code  of  1864,  the  first  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  pro¬ 
vided  FOR  THE  RECORDING  OF  MARRIAGE  CERTIFICATES  BY  THE  COUNTY  RECORDER. 
IN  1887  MARRIAGE  LICENSES  WERE  REQUIRED  TO  BE  ISSUED  AND  RECORDED  BY  THE 
COUNTY  RECORDER.  A  LAW  PASSED  IN  1889  PRESCRIBED  FOR  THE  FIRST  TIME  THE 
FORM  OF  THE  MARRIAGE  CERTIFICATE  AND  ALSO  AUTHORIZED  THE  CLERK  OF  THE 
PROBATE  COURT  TO  ASSUME  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  RECORDER  IN  RECORDING  MAR¬ 
RIAGES,  BUT  MADE  NO  MENTION  OF  THE  AUTHORITY  TO  ISSUE  MARRIAGE  LICENSES. 

A  LAW  PASSED  IN  1 891 ,  HOWEVER,  AUTHORIZED  THE  CLERK  OF  THE  PROBATE  COURT 
TO  ISSUE  AND  RECORO  MARRIAGE  LICENSES.  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  1 89 1  LAW 
CONTINUED  IN  EFFECT  UNTIL  STATEHOOD  IN  1912  WHEN  THE  PROBATE  COURT  CEASED 
TO  EXIST  AND  THE  CLERK  OF  THE  NEWLY  CREATED  SUPERIOR  COURT  WAS  AUTHORIZED 
TO  ISSUE  AND  RECORD  MARRIAGE  LICENSES  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

The  Howell  Code  of  1864  also  required  divorce  records  to  be  kept. 

UNDER  THE  JURISDICTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  COURTS  DIVORCE  ACTIONS  WERE  HAN¬ 
DLED  IN  THE  SAME  MANNER  AS  OTHER  CIVIL  ACtlONS.  THE  CLERK  OF  THE  DIS¬ 
TRICT  COURT  WAS  REQUIRED  TO  KEEP  REGISTERS  OF  ACTIONS  AND  JUDGMENT  BOOKS 
AND  FILE  ALL  PAPERS  RELATED  TO  THE  DIVORCE  CASES,  FROM  1864  TO  1886  THE 

Territorial  Legislature  also  granted  divorces,  a  record  of  such  divorces 

MAY  BE  FOUND  IN  THE  VOLUMES  OF  TERRITORIAL  STATUTES.  THIS  PRACTICE  WAS 
PROHIBITED  IN  1886  BY  FEDERAL  LAW.  IN  1912,  AT  THE  TIME  ARIZONA  BECAME 
a  State,  the  maintaining  of  divorce  records  passed  from  the  clerks  of  the 

DISTRICT  COURTS  TO  THE  CLERKS  OF  THE  SUPERIOR  COURTS. 

IT  WAS  NOT  UNTIL  1887  THAT  PROVISION  WAS  MADE  TO  RECORD  INFORMATION 
CONCERNING  BIRTHS  AND  OEATHS.  THE  LAW  REQUIRED  PHYSICIANS,  ACCOUCHERS, 

OR  OTHERS  HAVING  FIRST-HAND  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  BIRTH  OR  DEATH  TO  FILE  WITH 
THE  COUNTY  RECORDER  A  WRITTEN  REPORT  OF  THE  BIRTH  OR  DEATH.  IN  1903,  AS 
PART  OF  A  GENERAL  BILL  TO  PROTECT  PUBLIC  HEALTH,  THE  TERRITORIAL  LEGIS¬ 
LATURE  PROVIDEO  FOR  A  MORE  SYSTEMATIC  METHOD  OF  COLLECTING  AND  RECORDING 
INFORMATION  CONCERNING  BIRTHS  AND  OEATHS.  A  TERRITORIAL  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
WAS  ESTABLISHED  AND  PROVISION  WAS  MADE  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  COUNTY 
AND  MUNICIPAL  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH.  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  COUNTY  AND  MUNICIPAL 
BOARDS  WERE  DESIGNATED  AS  OFFICERS  IN  CHARGE  OF  OBTAINING  AND  REGISTERING 
DATA  REGARDING  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS.  AT  THIS  TIME  FORMS  FOR  BIRTH  AND  DEATH 
CERTIFICATES  WERE  PRESCRIBED  BY  LAW,  |N  1909,  A  BUREAU  OF  VITAL  STATIS¬ 
TICS  WAS  CREATED  UNDER  THE  TERRITORIAL  BOARD  OF  HEALTH.  CITIES  AND  IN¬ 
CORPORATED  TOWNS  WERE  DESIGNATED  PRIMARY  REGISTRATION  DISTRICTS  FOR  THE 
PURPOSE  OF  OBTAINING  VITAL  STATISTICS  INFORMATION  AND  EACH  COUNTY  BOARD 
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OF  HEALTH  WAS  GIVEN  AUTHORITY  TO  OtVIDE  THE  REMAINDER  OF  THEIR  COUNTIES 
INTO  RURAL  REGISTRATION  DISTRICTS  AND  TO  APPOINT  A  LOCAL  REGISTRAR  OF 
VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  EACH  DISTRICT.  THE  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  HEALTH 
WERE  DESIGNATED  COUNTY  REGISTRARS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS  AND  WERE  GIVEN 
SUPERVISION  OVER  THE  LOCAL  REGISTRARS  IN  THEIR  RESPECTIVE  COUNTIES.  IN 
1925,  THE  STATE  REGISTRAR  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS,  WHO  IS  THE  STATE  SUPERIN¬ 
TENDENT  of  Public  Health,  was  given  the  power  to  appoint  the  local  regis¬ 
trars  AND  DIRECT  SUPERVISION  OVER  THEM*  THIS  IS  THE  SYSTEM  EMPLOYED  AT 
PRES  ENT . 

IN  ADDITION  TO  THE  RECORDS  KEPT  BY  GOVERNMENTAL  AGENCIES  THROUGHOUT 
THE  STATE  OF  ARIZONA,  THERE  IS  ALSO  AVAILABLE  TO  INDIVIDUALS  REQUIRING 
VITAL  STATISTICS  INFORMATION  RECORDS  MAINTAINED  BY  A  NUMBER  OF  NON¬ 
GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATIONS,  PRINCIPALLY  THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHURCH  AND  THE 

Mormon  Church.  These  churches  have  kept  accurate  and  complete  records  of 

THE  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THEIR  MEMBERS.  THE  PROTESTANT  CHURCHES  HAVE  ALSO 
KEPT  RECORDS  OF  THE  BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  AND  DEATHS  OF  MEMBERS  WHEN  RITES 
IN  CONNECTION  THEREWITH  ARE  PERFORMED  IN  THE  CHURCH,  OTHER  NON-GOVERNMENTAL 
ORGANIZATIONS  KEEPING  RECORDS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  MEMBERS  ARE  FRATERNAL 
ORDERS,  SUCH  AS  MASONS,  MOOSE,  AND  ELKS,  AND  EX-SERVICEMEN’S  GROUPS,  SUCH 

as  the  American  Legion,  Disabled  American  Veterans,  and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  .

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The  Arizona  statewide  Archival  and  Records  project  is  one  of  the 
Nation-wide  group  of  Historical  Records  Survey  projects  in  the  Division 
of  Community  service  programs  of  the  work  Projects  Administration,  The 
Historical  Records  Survey  was  initiated  in  January  1936,  as  part  of  Fed¬ 
eral  Project  No.  1.

AND  WAS  IMMEDIATELY  MADE  AVAILABLE  TO  THE  BUREAU  OF  THE  CENSUS, 

IN  RECENT  YEARS  THE  PASSAGE  OF  SOCIAL  LEGISLATION,  AND,  CURRENTLY, 

THE  PROGRAM  FOR  NATIONAL  DEFENSE,  HAVE  BROUGHT  AN  UNPRECEDENTED  DEMAND 
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FOR  VITAL  STATISTICS  INFORMATION.  IN  ORDER  TO  ASSIST  IN  MEETING  THIS 
DEMAND,  THE  PROJECT  IS  HEREWITH  MAKING  AVAILABLE  TO  GOVERNMENTAL  AGENCIES 
AND  THE  GENERAL  PUBLIC  ITS  LISTING  OF  ALL  VITAL  STATISTICS  RECORDS  IN 

Arizona.  It  is  expected  that  this  volume  will  serve  as  a  ready  refer¬ 
ence  GUIDE  TO  THE  LOCATION  OF  SPECIFIC  RECORDS  OF  BIRTH,  DEATHS,  MAR¬ 
RIAGES,  AND  DIVORCES. 

THE  PUBLICATION  IS  DIVIDED  INTO  FOUR  SECTIONS,  TREATING  RESPECT

The  keeping  or  recoros  or  marriages  performed  in  the  Territory  of 
Arizona  was  required  by  Arizona’s  first  code  of  laws,  the  Howell  Code 

OF  1864.  f  T  WAS  PROVIDED  THAT  EVERY  PERSON  HAVING  AUTHORITY  TO  JOIN 
OTHERS  IN  MARRIAGE  WAS  REQUIREO  TO  KEEP  A  RECORD  OF  ALL  MARRIAGES 
SOLEMNIZED  BEFORE  HIM,  AND  WITHIN  THREE  MONTHS  TRANSMIT  CERTIFICATES  OF 
SUCH  MARRIAGES,  SHOWING  BOTH  CHRISTIAN  NAMES  AND  SURNAMES,  TO  THE  RE¬ 
CORDER  OF  THE  COUNTY  IN  WHICH  THE  MARRIAGES  TOOK  PLACE.  ANY  PERSON 
REGUSING  OR  NEGLECTING  TO  MAKE  SUCH  A  RETURN  WITHIN  THE  REQUIRED  TIME 
WAS  SUBJECT  TO  A  FINE  OF  $100, 1  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THE  PASSAGE  OF  THIS 
LEGISLATION  PERSONS  AUTHORIZED  TO  SOLEMNIZE  MARRIAGES  INCLUDED  EVERY 
JUDGE  AND  JUSTICE  OF  THE  PEACE  AND  EVERY  CLERGYMAN  DF  ANY  DENOMINATION 
OR  LICENSED  PREACHER  OF  THE  GOSPEL.2  NO  PARTICULAR  FORM  OF  CERTIFICATE 
WAS  PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  LAWMAKERS. 

THE  RECORDER  WAS  REQUIRED  TO  RECORD  EACH  SUCH  CERTIFICATE  IN  A  BOOK 
KEPT  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE  WITHIN  ONE  MONTH  AFTER  RECEIVING  THE  CERTIFICATE, 
AND  WAS  TO  RECEIVE  THEREFOR  FROM  THE  PARTIES  TO  THE  MARRIAGE  A  FEE  OF 
TWO  DOLLARS. 3  BOOKS  SO  KEPT  BY  THE  RECORDER  AND  COPIES  OF  ENTRtES 
THEREIN  CERTIFIED  TO  BY  HIM  UNDER  HIS  SEAL  OF  OFFICE  WERE  CONSIDERED 
EVIDENCE  OF  MARRIAGE  IN  ALL  COURTS.4 

IN  1 8 7l  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  THE  TERRITORY  WAS  AUTHORIZED  BY  STATUTE  TO 
PERFORM  MARRIAGE  CEREMONIES. 5 

Marriage  licenses  were  first  provided  for  in  the  Territory  of  Ari¬

MONY  WHICH  WAS  SUFFICIENT  AUTHORITY  FOR  ANY  ONE  OF  SUCH  PERSONS  TO 
SOLEMNIZE  SUCH  MARRIAGE*^  THE  RECORDER  WAS  REQUIRED  TO  RECORD  ALL  LI¬ 
CENSES  ISSUED  BY  HIM  IN  A  WELL-BOUND  BOOK  KEPT  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE.  IT 
WAS  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  PERSONS  SOLEMNIZING  THE  RITES  OF  MATRIMONY  TO  EN¬ 
DORSE  THE  FACT  OF  SOLEMNIZATION  GN  THE  LICENSE  AND  RETURN  TO  THE  OF¬ 
FICE  OF  THE  RECORDER  WITHIN  30  DAYS  AFTER  THE  CEREMONY.  THE  ENDORSEMENT, 
OR  RETURN,  CONTAINED  THEREON  WAS  AL60  RECORDED. ?

USUAL  MARRIAGE  RITES  WHEN  PERSONS  AT  ANY  TIME  PRIOR  TO  THE  PASSAGE  OF  THE 
ACT  OR  AFTER  THE  ACT  TOOK  EFFECT  LIVED  TOGETHER  FOR  THE  PERIOD  OF  ONE

A  LARGE  SHEET  OF  PAPER,  WHILE  ON  THE  LOWER  HALF  OF  THIS  SAME  SHEET  APPEARS

The  earliest  provision  for  divorces  and  annulments  of  marriages  in 
Arizona  appear  in  the  Howell  Code  of  1864,  which  embodied  the  first  legis¬
